damp, Immedistely varpish your glass
the second time, and place your engra-
ving on it, taking care to lay it on

exclade every particle of air; then rab
the paper from the back earefally until
it is of uniform thickness, so thin that
vou ean see throngh it; varnish the
third time, and let it dry.
